March Presidential briefing. 


Southern Africa. NIO/AF agrees that 28 March would 

be a reasonable time to give a status report on the 
current situation. There's no earthshaking news as 

of now, but it's been a long time since we summed things 
up for the President. 


India and/or Pakistan. NIO/NESA agrees that one could 

reasonably talk about India's current view of the 

world. Also I see some important interactions between 
ee EM: 2K 
nuclear program and Pakistani an India’s perceptions of 

their individual security interests that should be traced 

out. My concern is whether or not we can do an adequate 


Uganda. The situation here is not much different than 

it was when you and the DCI briefed the President before 

his Mideast trip. However, the DCI noted that he did not 
have time to explore it then. The situation may well be 

much the same on 28 March. I don't have a good sense of 

whether this merits revisiting, but we could if you 

think there would be enough interest in it. 


Caribbean. I'm not at all confident that we can wring 
this one out, but if you're willing I'll try.
